of prices was agreed upon, the 
agreement being signed by twenty 
milk producers operating in the four 
towns. The prices, which will go in- 
to effect Wednesday, May 16, are as 
follows: Grade A, raw or pasteu- 
rized, quarts, wholesale, 8 cents; 
store sales, 10 cents; doorstep deliv- 
ery, 11 cents. Grade A, raw or pas- 
teurized, pints, wholesale, 6 cents; 
store sales, 7 cents; doorstep deliv- 
ery, 7 cents. 


Notices of the new schedule of 


prices are being printed and will be 
distributed to all customers within 
a day or two.

City Rejects All Bids 


on New Water Well 


A session of the city council that 


lasted after midnight Monday re- 
sulted in negative decisions in nearly 
every matter that came up for con- 
sideration, the first being the rejec- 
tion of all bids for drilling the new 
well, and the decision of the council 
to go on the open market in placing 
the contract. 


All of the bids were practically 


the same, being governed largely by 
the government code, and the rejec- 
tion of all bids will enable the city 
to make a thorough investigation 
before awarding the contract. 


Representatives of the San Gabriel 


Valley Protective association were 
present at the meeting, asking that 
the city sign the agreement with 
Pasadena in the San Gabriel canyon 
water rights case. It was explained 
that of the fifty-four towns and ir- 
rigation companies involved, all but 
seven had signed the agreement. 


After a lengthy discussion, in which 
Mayor George Maxfield was the main 
speaker for the city, it was decided 
to lay the proposal on the table for 
future consideration. 


Fred Baughman, representing the 


Southern California League of Muni- 
cipalities, appeared and asked that 
Covina be enrolled • as a member, 
which was done. This organization 
is for the purpose of securing legis- 
lation of benefit to the southern part 
of the state, especially in the distri- 
bution of gasoline tax money, and 
other matters in which the leaders 
feel that discrimination is being 
shown against the southern counties. 


Mr. Baughman reports that by the 


time the legislature meets again the 
organization will be in position to 
make its influence felt. The prelim- 
inary work has been completed, and 
practically all of the southern cities 
have joined, he said.

George W. McKinnon, a resident 


of Ontario, while in Covina Tuesday 
attending to business, recalled inci- 
dents of the early days when he was 
a pioneer, residing at the north end 
of Citrus avenue. 


Mr. McKinnon came to the valley 


in 1891, and his home was north of 
the railroad, on what would be an 
extension of Citrus avenue. He put 
the fence around the old cemetery 
on the hill in 1893, that he might 
use the adjacent land as a cow pas- 
ture. 


Asked concerning the cemetery, 


Mr. McKinnon said that it was in 
the center of a 20-acre plot owned 
by his aunt and her husband, Cap- 
tain and Mrs. Gordon, and was a 
cause of ill-feeling between Captain 
Gordon, who had an aversion to 
dealt", and all things pertaining to it, 
and ft ames Preston, from whom he 


Preston, a soldier, took up a quar- 


ter section under a soldier's grant, 
Captain Gordon financing him. In 
return, Gordon received deed to the 
twenty acres, in the center of which 
he had already placed one grave. 
This Preston refused to remove, and 
other graves were placed near it as 
necessity 
demanded. 
These 
two 


families were not connected with 
other families of the same name in 
the valley. 


Mr. McKinnon also spoke of eigh- 


ty acres in Ontario, for which his 
aunt, Mrs. Gordon, traded a 10-acre 
plot under the old Contract water 
system. Asked, in 1891, what value 
he would place on the 80 acres, Mr. 
McKinnon could find no use to 
which it could be put. Today, irri- 
gated by wells costing $18,000 each, 
the land is the choicest in that val- 
ley.

Dr. Wirt, who has outdone Representative 


Ham Fish in startling the country with his 
assertions of a "red plot" in Washington, talk- 
ed before a group in Chicogo recently, and 
said of Senator Smith W. Brookhart: 


"Mr. Brookhart advocated a bill in con- 


gress that would fix 'arm produce prices 
and start a collectivization movement in 
America, similar to that in effect in Soviet 
Russia. Mr. Brookhart was asked whather 
such a system could he brought into this 
country without a revolution, and replied: 
'My bill is the revolution; a couple of bills 
like it and there would be no more Wall 
Street.' " 
Dr. Wirt used this quotation from Brook- 


hart to prove that the AAA was being used to 
promote Socialistic or Soviet 
doctrines. 


Brookhart is special adviser to this agricul- 
tural phase of the recovery act. Dr. Wirt 
further quotes Brookhart: 


"The Soviet system of agriculture is the 


best in the world, and Russian peasants are 
better oft than at least 14,000,000 people in 
the United States." 
Well, IS the Russian agricultural system 


the best in the world? Ira it a fact that Russian 
peasants arc better off than farmers in this 
country? 


This newspaper believes that it is not at all 


important what Brookhart may say, or any 
other senator. It is highly important to know 
if the Russian farming system is better than 
ours, whether it is called Socialism, Com- 
munism, or what-not. If there is any system 
better than ours, and it can be proven to be 
so, we want it, don't we? 


The Soviets have no patent-right on their 


ideas or system of government. Is there any- 
thing too good for the American farmer? Why 
view with alarm? Why not prove it to be 
false, or prove it to be a fact? If it is a fact, 
let's get busy and adopt it, whereupon it im- 
mediately ceases to be Soviet and becomes 
American, so far as we are concerned. 


The probable facts are that the Soviet form 


ot collectivization is still largely idealistic and 
theoretical, and may prove eventually to be 
unworkable unless modified. But we believe 
that what the suffering farmers of this coun- 
try want to know is the way out, regardless 
of names attached to theories and forms of 
government. We don't get anywhere by look- 
ing with horror on Brookhart for making an 
assertion. We don't become a bunch of Reds 
thru borrowing and appropriating a workable 
plan.

Double Insurance 


Indemnity Granted 
Mrs. Aschenbrenner 


If one is killed while trying to 


board a moving train his status is 
that of a passenger on that train and 
his beneficiary cnn collect double 
indemnity on a double indemnity life 
insurance policy. 


It was the death of a Burlingame 


man under these circumstances that 
brought from the supreme court of 
the United States last week this de- 
cision, which henceforth 
will be 


binding on all insurance companies 
thruout the country. 


Walter J. Aschenbrenner, pioneer 


radio man, was fatally injured in 
October, 1931, when he attempted 
to swing aboard a Southern Pacific 
train at Burlingame and fell be- 
neath the wheels. 


A lower court granted the widow 


double indemnity on a $7500 insur- 
ance policy Aschenbrenner carried 
with the U. S. Fidelity and Guaran- 
tee company. 


Later the U. S. circuit court of 


appeals reversed this judgment, say- 
ing a "passenger" did not become 
such until he had reached a place 
of safety on the vehicle. 


This week the U. S. supreme court 


overruled the appellate court and 
awarded the widow double indem- 
nity.

quotes the highest tribunal as say- 
ing: 


"A person is a passenger while 


standing on the car step."

Buying Public Wants 


Small-Size Oranges 


The outstanding feature- in March 


merchandising of oranges, the vol- 
ume of which reached the abnorm- 
ally high figure of 12,649 cars from 
all sources in th<; United States, was 
the consumer resistance to the large 
sizes prevailing in both California 
and Florida fruit. The consumer is 
shopping for bargains and is decid- 
edly adverse to paying more than a 
very moderate pr-ce per dozen, 
which, when applied to large sizes, 
is reflected in a low price per box. 


Notwithstanding this situation, re- 


turns were greatly ahead of those of 
last year, and within striking dis- 
tance of tv/o years ago, though not 
so high as had been hoped for. Total 
f.o.b. return on Exchange fruit was 
ov°r $1,000,000 more than last year 
for the same month, but about half 
a million less than in 1932. 


Due to the large sizes of Florida 


fruit and the fact that the larger 
fruit is particularly subject to crys- 
tallization if held on the trees late 
in the spring, shipments from Florida 
were the heaviest ever recorded 
during the month of March, aggre- 
gating 6970 cars. These extremely 
heavy shipments concentrated large- 
ly east of the Mississippi and in the 
more thickly populated territory of 
the country tended to hold prices 
lower than would have normally 
been the case.

Echoes From Other Days 


''SAN GABRIEL 
VALLEY 
EXPONENT," EARLY 


COVINA NEWSPAPER, KEVEALS FAITH 


AND ENTHUSIASM OF PIONEERS 


Thomas A. Smith, still a well known resident of Azusa, was 


advertising that he was an expert boot and shoe maker, and 
also" soliciting shoe repairing in the year 1886, his shop being 
located at a village called "Centro," near the corner of Azusa 
avenue and Broadway. 
* 


That's the information gleaned 


from a copy of the "San Gabriel 
Valley Exponent," a weekly news- 
paper published at Badillo and Cit- 
rus streets, Covina, by J. S. Eckles. 
A copy of this newspaper, bearing 
the date-line of October 2, 1886, is 
in the possession of Arthur Eckles 
of Covina, who is his son, and who 
has an interesting collection of early 
newspapers and reminders of the 
days of sunflowers and cactus in the 
upper San Gabriel valley. 


The newspaper was published be- 


fore the time of the "Independent," 
which seems to have succeeded it, 
and which eventually became the 
Covina Argus. The name of Mr. 
Eckles as publisher appears on the 
front page, and that of J. R. Conlee 
on the editorial page, as editor. In 
advertising in the issue it is reveal- 
ed that Eckles & Conlee also trans- 
acted business as real estate agents, 
as well as insurance. Much of the 
news printed is interesting, but the 
advertisements tell a more graphic 
story of those days. In the four 
pages, each seven columns wide, the 
publication has many names that 
will be recognized today. 


PUENTE FIRM 


The Kerckhoff-Cuzner Mill and 


Lumber company was advertising 
building material at the branch yard 
at Puente. Clarence R. Marshall was 
advertising beef, pork, mutton, veal 
and sausage at his Azusa market. 
S. Allison, carpenter and builder of 
Covina, had an advertising card on 
the front page. J. W. Marshall was 
advertising as a real estate agent at 
an office near Citrus and Cypress, 
near the Covina postoffice. There 
were several Pomona and Los An- 
geles business announcements. 


B. F. Eastman's advertisement was 


the largest commercial display, a 
six-inch double column declaration 
that the firm carried an immense 
stock of everything from muslins to 
stove wood, sold for cash or country 
produce. 


The Union Iron Works of Los An- 


geles was advertising to build steam 
boilers, oil and water tanks. The 
American Livery Stable at Pomona 
announced that it had rigs for rent, 
single or double, boarded horses by 
day or week, E. Hicklin, proprietor. 


Barnesl & Malone, also alluded to 
as W. P/Barnes and John H. Matene, 


of Centro, which now is/not even a 
ghost town. They also attended to 
the sale of livestock, the announce- 
ment said. In a column of political 
announcements, each candidate an- 
nounced himself as the regular can- 
didate of the Republican party. 
George E. Gard was candidate for 
sheriff and George S. Patton for dis- 
trict attorney, just to mention two 
who might be remembered today. 
The editorials were devoted almost 
wholly to boosts for numerous can- 
didates. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 


In the local items, B. F. Edwards 


is mentioned as having a cistern 
built; Mrs. Emma Pow Smith was 
organizing a W.C.T.U. at the Azusa 
settlement; L. H. Souther 'was re- 
ported as sick; Major D. W. Hamlin, 
ditto; the potato planting had just 
been finished; the livery stable at 
Puente was reported as doing a 
rushing business; Unruh & Carroll 
were reported as the principal mer- 
chants at Puente; Theodore Chilson 
was just married to Mrs. Clara 
Fayle; T. H. Eckles of Calico, son of 
W. H. Eckles of this valley, had 
been nominated for the assembly in 
San Bernardino; the Southern Pa- 
cific, according to rumor, was to 
build a line from Shorb, near what 
is now Alhambra, to Monrovia and 
thence to the east end of the coun- 
ty; the Espee at Puente had made 
a substantial improvement to the 
depot; H. Houser had just completed 
building a barn and the foundation 
of his residence was laid; S. Allison 
was advertising the loss of a horse 
he had just broken to saddle; news 
from Alosta, near what is Glendora, 
was reported, includii g a new resi- 
dence for George Cullen, new Meth- 
odist church nearly completed, Dr. 
J. H. Miller had moved to Centro. 
Mrs. C. E. Needham was entertain- 
ing eastern guests. 


POTTER & STRAW 


In the advertising columns, Potter 


& Straw were setting forth the ex- 
cellencies of their pioneer black- 
smith shop in Covina; D. M. Connor 
was proprietor of a harness and 
saddlery "manufactory" at Centro; 
"The Old Reliable" blacksmith shop 
was doing business at Centro. 


On the back page more than half 


of the space was taken with an ad- 
vertisement of a great land sale by 
J. S. Phillips, subdivider of the 
townsite of Covina. The Phillips 
tract, he declared, was possessed of 
good soil, good location, abundance 
of water, delightful climate, and was 
being sold off in ten, twenty, and 
forty-acre tracts. The desirability 
of the land for vineyards and orch- 
ards was emphasized. Any portion 
of it could be had for one hundred 
dollars per acre, and on easy terms. 
A sentence in *>-•" advertisement is 
as follows: 


"The 
Needles and Los Angeles 


railroad is surveyed to pass along 
the northern line of the tract." 
Also: 
"Parties desiring to see the land 


will be conveyed from Puente 
station, on the Southern 
Pacific 


tailroad, by hack, which will dai- 
ly connect with all trains." 
J. L. Matthews, the pioneer as well 


as the present editor of the Covina 


Argus, says that all the type used in 
the San Gabriel Valley Exponent, 
including the equipment, was later 
turned over to him. The copy of the 
Exponent, now owned by Arthur 
Eckles, is ragged, and the paper is 
fragile, but the type is readable. 


Considering the primitive manner 


in which it must have been publish- 
ed, the pages are well put together, 
the proof-reading was good, and it 
undoubtedly served a good purppose 
in those days when shacks were be- 
ing erected and temporary buildings 
in this .Tibdivision which is now one 
of the beautiful orchard cities of the 
southland.

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New Experiments 
to Curb Frost by 


ion 


Tests of the behavior of fruit un- 


der conditions when the air is arti- 
ficiaHy agitated during periods of 
low temperature, are being made by 
the agricultural engineering division 
of the University of California at the 
branch of the college of agriculture 
at Davis. The research is being done, 
according to Prof. B. D. Moses, to 
ascertain the value of various ma- 
chines designed to agitate the air as 
a means of frost damage prevention. 


For twelve or fourteen years such 


machines have been in use, most of 
them in the San Joaquin valley near 
Lindsay and Exeter. Those recently 
developed 
consist of a propeller 


'somewhat similar to that of an air- 
plane in design, mounted on a turn- 
table at the top of a tower from 20 
to 40 feet high. This propel? or, driv- 
en by an electric motor or gasoline 
engine, turns at high speed to stir 
the air, and is turned around on the 
tower about once in every five min- 
utes. 


Those who have used them claim 


they are effective in preventing frost 
damage and cite thermometer read- 
ings to substantiate their claims that 
temperatures are appreciably higher 
than in orchards where the air is 
still. On the other hand, it is claimed 
that these propellers do not keep the 
fruit from freezing. 


The tests under way are to ob- 


serve the action of the fruit in low 
temperatures, where the air is stir- 
red as against where it is still, and 
with damp fruit as compared to dry.

HIGH BLOOD 


PRESSURE 


By the 


CALIFORNIA MEDICAL ASSOCIATION 
"Let me tell you about my opera 


tion" has become, in recent years 
"Did you hear about my high blooc 
Pressure?" 


But high blood pressure, contr&rj 


to popular belief, is by no means a 
new disease. Apoplexy, which may 
result from it, is as old as history 
but it was not until a third of a 
century ago that high blood pres- 
sure came to be recognized as a dis- 
ease in itself. 


It is, however, true that there has 


been an actual increase in the dis- 
ease among civilised people, due to 
the 
increasing 
competition 
anc 


strain of life. 


At first the disease usually ap- 


pears as paroxysms in which the 
pressure is unduly increased as a 
result of exertion, particularly men- 
tal, emotional, stress. It most com- 
monly occurs in those who inherit a 
tendency of the blood vessels toward 
extreme reactions, and is much more 
common in those who perform ar- 
duous mental work. 


It may develop quite suddenly but 


usually develops over a period of 
months or years. Persons beyond 
40 are more likely to have it. 


The function of the blood is to 
irrigate the tissues, thereby provid- 
ing them with the necessary waste 
oxygen and nutritive material, and 
to remove from them waste mater- 
ial. In order to perform this function 
the heart must produce pressure, 
and so maintain circulation in the 
tissues. 


Quite clearly, 


which endures 
must either burst or develop thicker 
walls. When the walls become thick- 
er the heart must raise the pressure 
of the blood to a point high enough 
to overcome in increased resistance. 
This is what occurs in high blood 
pressure. 


It is a disease of the blood vessels 


resulting in an increased resistance 
to the flow of blood. 


The heart undertakes two jobs: 


simply maintaining the body, and 
responding to increased work to the 
greater or physical demands. The 
first job cannot be materially reduc- 
ed. The second must be reduced in 
order to support and maintain the 
overworked heart. 


The important part of the problem 


is not altogether how high your 
blood pressure is, but what adjust- 
ments may be made against it. 


Except where overweight is a 


problem, radical diets are not ma- 
terially helpful. 


The patient must become a pupi' 


under a physician and learn to take 
care of himself. With care he may 
live as long as his partner with a 
normal pressure. 


At present no drug is known that 


will safely and satisfactorily reduce 
the blood pressure for more than a 
short time. Readjustments of one's 
mode of living under medical super- 
vision is the best safeguard. 


During the past few weeks there

Lemon in Chinese 


A Ling Murig lemon is not a Chin- 


ese lemon although its name so in- 
dicates. So siates R. G. LaRue, super- 
intendent of cultivations at the Uni- 
versity of California's citrus experi- 
mental station at Riverside. Several 
years ago LaRue procured seeds o) 
several such lemon varieties from 
China. Among them was the Ling 
Mung variety. He planted them and 
recently some fruit matured. But 
he could not verify the name of Ling 
Mung by any of the catalogues of 
citrus fruits. 


The lemons produced by this tree 


were small, and red, and very sour. 
An orchardist from Ventura who liv- 
ed in China years ago recently visit- 
ed the station. He knew the history 
of the Ling Mung. It originally came 
from Europe, he told LaRue, and 
when the Chinese got it the nearest 
they could pronounce lemon was 
Ling Mung, so the fruit has been 
known by that name since. LaRue 
says the scientific name is far more 
difficult to pronounce than the name 
adopted by the Chinese, so he in- 
tends to further the use of the Chin- 
ese cognomen.
